IMDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 5—"Very 


much of a fiasco" is the candid style 
in which Grand Marshal Gen. J. B. 
Car nab an referred this evening- to the 
twenty-seventh national parade of the 
veterans of the war, *A hundred and 
fifty thousand worn out, disappointed 
spectators, for the great majority of 
whom the parade was the attraction 
that had served as a magnet to draw 
them to the city, agree with the man 
who, as major general of the uniformed 
rank of Knights of Pythias has ac- 
quired a national reputation for his 
ability in handling large bodies of men. 
What raitrht have been a creditable, 
compact procession that could have 
reached and passed the reviewing stand 
in a couple of hours, was so drawn out 
that posts which started immediately 
after breakfast for the point from 
which they were to fall into line were 
still on the march when the dining- 
rooms of the hotels were opened for 
fiupper. For thia condition of affairs 
the comrades themselves were solely 
responsible 


From the advance reports that had 


been sent into the grand marfahal from 
all over the country, it was calculated 
that a minimum of 50,000 veterans 
would uppenr in line. As a matter of 
fact, ilO.OOO would be a liberal estimate 
of the number of men that passed the 
reviewing stand. 
Departments that 


promised to send 1,000 men turned up 
BOO, and one department that was re- 
lied iipon for 4,000, had by actual 


louder.

ly. As a result of the.se condi- 
tions delays in the parade were nu- 
merous. One lasted for an hour and ti 
quarter, and the bulk of the spectators 
on the streets absuming that for good 
and sufficient reasons a portion of the 
programme had been abandoned, broke 
down the wire cables that were 
htretched along the sidewalk and took 
possession of the roadways os a prom- 
enade or as a means of reaching their 
homes without running a blockade. 


Ai! a result, when the belated divi- 


sion appeared it w as competed to halt 
from block to block while the police 
and special officers cleared a pathway. 


When the members of George H. 


Thomas Post, of Chicago, passed the 
reviewing stand they started the bat- 
tle song of "Tramp, Tramp, Tramp the • 
Boys are Marching." This was the sig- 
nal for an enthusiastic demonstration. 
The crowds cheered again and again, 
women waved their handkerchiefs, and1 
the chorus once sung by a million men 
echoed and re-echoed down the streets. 
Other posts In the rear took the cue, 
and as one after another passed along 
they raised their voices in patriotic 
bong. 
Tho detachment of the second divi- 


sion of the parade with Post No. 17, 
from the Soldiers' home, Washington, 
was headed by a marked contrast. 
Comrade Defrees, age 83, and Master 
Eldridge, aged 8, both wore the same 
uniform. The boy is the adopted son 
of the post. 


Shaw post, a colored order from Mis- 


souri, marched equal with their white 
brethren in parade as they were in 
battle. 
The Kentucky brigade also 


had in its ranks a number of negroes. 


A single veteran each from Wash- 


ington and Alaska, marched by with 
lone white banners. The Tennessee 
delegation trod closely on tho latter's 
heels. It carried white umbrellas in 
ridicule, perhaps, of the lonely men 
from the far north. 


A colored delegation from Louisiana 


carried sugar canes decorated with cot- 
ton bolls. 


Texas came down the line ofjnarch 


with a pair of broad horns eighl feet 
across from tip to tip. 


The platoon was followed by a sin- 


gle roan from Idaho 


The Mattoon (111 ) post kept up an 


almost continuous chant from the time 
it fell into line untilit disbanded. The 
refrain intimated the willingness of 
the members to hang Hokc Smith on 
a sonr apple tree, and the sentiment 
was repeatedly rewarded with cheers 
from the spectators. 


When the head of Indiana division, 


which brought up the rear of the 
parade, reached the courthouse some 
10,000 Boosier veterans were behind it. 
A few blocks further on, however, the 
spectators came inside the wires and 
mipgled with the posts; confusion be- 
came worse confounded, and the greater 
part of the division stampeded. 


It was a busy day for the Red Cross 


ambulance corps. 
Between 
thirty 


and forty persons were taken ill on 
the streets and sent to the hospitals. 
The majority of the cases were jliag- 
nosed as cholera-morbus. There were 
cases of heat exhaustion and quite a 
number of neuralgia of the stomach. 


During the early morning ex-Presi- 


dent Harrison's house was the objec- 
tive point toward which hundreds of 
comrades bent their steps. The doors 
were thrown wide open and all who 
came were welcomed. About 9 o'clock 
when a crowd of several hundred had 
gathered on the lawn. Gen. Harrison 
appeared on the steps and told a hu-

The Illinois division was 


led by a carriage occupied by four 
crippled veterans who were among 
the earliest founders of the order. 
They were W, F. Kengal, of Kanka- 
kce; W. J. Eutledge, of Jacksonville, 
who waa prominent with. Dr. Steven- 
Bon in forming the Grand !Army; Gen. 
A. C. Swelser, of B]oomington, and W. 
II. Jenkins, ot Springfield. 


On the Box with the driver sat the 


color-bearer of the state— crippled 
Maj. Arthur Dawson. of the Cutch 
Brigade. In hi* hands was the staff of 
the llltools standard which floated 
gloriously in the van ol the advancing 
column. Drawn by six big bays, tho 
naval fleat of Illinois came next in the 
procession. It was the mimic Monitor. 
Old sailors were grouped about the 
float, Jack Tars who were entirely 
welcome, however, in the parade of the 
veteran land force. 
A bright blue 


banner with the plotul-e of Farragut, 
was hoisted over the turret. It was 
inscribed with the famous saying of 
the old admiral: "Damn the torpe- 
does." "Go ahead." 


Two tiny cannon projected from the 


"Make-believe" Monitor and greeted 
the crowds as they cheered at its ap- 
proach. 
The stuffed body of the War Eagle, 


"Old Abe," which served the Eighth 
Wisconsin regiment in place of a flag, 
was borne aloft at the head of the 
Badgtr state division. A veteran at 
the other end of the platoon carried a 
stuffed badger, the insignia of the 
state.

Important to the Btpublloan Party In 


Colorado. 


DENVER, Col., Sept 6.— A meeting of 


the utmost Importance to the repub- 
lican party in Colorado and the silver 
states is in session in the chamber of 
commerce hall The congressional dis- 
trict committee and the state central 
committee are seriously debating 
whether or not to disband the repub- 
lican organisation in Colorado and re- 
organize on a silver platform, pure and 
simple. The direct occasion of the 
calling of the meeting was the fact 
that only thirteen republican congress- 
man voted for free silver at a ratio 
of 10 to 1 when the matter was de- 
cided in the house. Sentiment among 
the delegates of to-day's meeting is di- 
vided, and the result cannot be safely 
predicted.

iarned on. The pumps at the water 
works are doing the best they oan to give 
satisfactory pressure, bat there is a limit 
o the power of the pomps and tbe sop- 
ly of water. If the people continue to 
e extravagant in the ase ot the water it 
'ill DO in order for the mayor to act 
romptly to husband the supply for ade- 
aate fire protection.
